After they had ſet the Church 
againſt the Diſſenters, then, according to their wonted 
Acts, they ſtudied to ſet the Diſſenters as much againſt 
the Church. | 

When by ſuch Methods we were reduced to the 
laſt Extremities, then was the late King invited to 
come and deliver us; and after he had ſecured our 


Religion, our Laws and our Liberties, he, by the Act 


of Toleration which he paſſed, quieted thoſe Heats 
which had almoſt conſumed us : Whatever ſome might 
think, be will be {till reckoned among the greateſt of 
our Kin s, to him we owed a long Continuance of 
a flonriſhing Time, even during a great War, and it 
was tohim that we owed the great Happineſs of Her 
Majeſty's being now on the Throne. 

The Charch had no Reaſon to complain of the 
Effects of the Toleration , ſor as the Numbers of 
thoſe who divided from us did viſibly abate all over 
the Nation, ſo the Heat and Fermentation which 
was raiſed by thoſe Diviſions was almoſt entirely 

laid, and we could not but look upon that as a happy 
Step towards the Healing of our Wounds. But what 
might we not look for under the Reign of ſuch a 
Queen! Whoſe Example, whoſe Vertues and Zeal 
gave us Reaſon to hope for a happy State of Matters 
in the Church, if undue Severities did not again raiſe 
new Flames, and ſet a new Edge on Mens Spirits, 
which might blaſt thoſe Hopes, and defeat the Sut- 
ceſs that we might otherwiſe expect under ſuch an 
Auſpicious Reign. ; : | 
Before the Act of Toleration paſſed, while Con- 
venticles were illegal and criminal Aſſemblies, yet

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Wyet it ſeem'd contrary to all known Rules, to lay a 
Pery heavy Penalty on any Action that was allow'd 
by Law. 

A known Maxim, with Relation to all Laws that 
were highly penal, was, That the Words expreſſing 
the Crime ought to be clear, and of a determinate 
WSenie ; not liable to Conſtructions and Stretches: 
WSince the Greatneſs of the Penalty might prove an 
Elnducement to make thoſe Stretches, and carry them 
far beyond what was intended. The Crime ſo pe- 
nal by this Bill, was to be in a Meeting with Five or 
more than the Family, under the Preference of Reli- 
gious Worſhip, other than according to the-Liturgy 
and Practice of the Church of England: Now they

The Ancient Method was, to give them to the Crown, 
and to leave the Incouraging Informers to the Crown: 
It was one of thoſe Truſts that were Lodged with the 
Sovereign; and ſo the Laws were to be Executed ſe- i 
verely or more remisſſy as the Publick Occafions re- 
uired ; but by this Bill all was given to the Informer, 
ne hundred Pounds for the Offence,and Five Pounds 
a Day for Three Months, both which might amount 
to Five hundred and fifty Pounds. Ts 5 

For tho an Oath muſt be made within Ten Days, 
yet this not being to be done, in Open Court, the Par- 
ty might not hear of it, and if he knew it to be falſe he 
might have no regard to it, ſo he might let it run to 
the Term limited by the Bill. That this Nation 
had been Groaning long under Falſe Swearing that 
had been in every Corner, all fides had had their 
Share in it, till God poured out another Spirit upon 
us. One of the Chief Securities againſt Falſe WitneF- 
ſing, was, That ſuch an Infamy Followed it, eſpecial- 
ly when Servants Swore againſt their Maſters, That a | 
ſmall matter could not tempt even a bad Man, to fo 8 
Baſe a Practice: But if fo great a Sum were to be the 
Reward of ſuch Villany, it was hard to tell where it 
would ſtop. 

A Couple of bad Servants diſmiſs'd for ill Pra- 
ices, might be tempted, in Intereſt, as well as Re- 
venge, to Jay a probable Story, and to carry it thro' by 
bold Swearing; a great deal of this fort was but too 
much Practiſed among us T wenty Years ago; and it 
was tobe feared, that fuch a Bill as this would ſer the 
ſame things again on Foot.

And tho' the Commons have yielded to the Lords 
Amendments, that Two Witneſſes ſhould be neceſ- 
ſary, and that the Time of Proſecution ſhould not 
be left indefinite; yet that would not he ſufficient, Bl 
for both thoſe Things were provided for in the Con- 
venticle Act. And tho the Commons had alſo yield- 
ed to ſhorten the Time for the Proſecution, yet the 
Penalty might ſtill amount te a very. great Sum, for 
the Five Pounds a Day might go on for 1 hree Months.

- WE There ſeemed to be no occaſion here to increaſe the 
e MW Puniſhment upon a ſecond Offence, for it did not 
W depend upon the former, as in moſt Cafes, where the 
penalty was increaſed for the ſecond Offence, for 
when the Office was gone, the Perſon was under no 
legal Reftraint from going to Conventicles. If he ob- 

E tain da New Office, he brought himſelf at the ſame 
time under the reach of this Law, upon a new Ac- 
count; and if he offended again, he would loſe that 
Office, beſides incurring the Pecuniary Penalty. | 

The Proviſo, which was to qualifie the Incapacity, 
was made fo very hard, that it was a new Inſtance o 
the great Severity of the Bill. A Man to ſet himſelf 
right again, muſt take more Publick Shame to himſelf 
than the ſevereſt Laws againſt Papiſts required to diſ- 
charge all the Penalties and Incapacities of a Popiſh 
Recuſant Convict, as appeared plainly by peruſing 
the ſeveral Acts relating to that Matter; and the 
Lords would always be tender of putting greater Hard- 
ſhips on Proteſtant Diſſenters, than Papiſts. 
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That no Compariſon ought to be made between the 
Penalties the Law had laid upon Papiſts for Holding 
of Offices of Truſt, without taking the Teſt and Re- 
ceiving the Sacrament, and the Penalties to be laid up- 
an Occaſional Conformity, for Holding their Office at- 
ter they had been at a Conventicle. That Difference 
of Puniſhment, that ought to be obſerved between 
theſe two, was not upon the Account that the Errors of 
the one were much greater than the Errors of the other, 
how true ſoever that was, but becauſe the one depend- 
ed upon a Foreign Power, and were ſubject to it; ſo 
the Nation was really in Danger if ſuch Men ſhould 
hold Employments, who muſt be looked on as pub- 
lick Enemies, and as Perſons who received Directi- 
ons from an Authority that we were ſure was ever 
Contriving our Ruine; but no ſuch Danger could 
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January. be apprehended from Men who had no other Strength 1 
than what they had among their ſelves, which we were 
ſure could no way be Compared to the Strength off 7 
the Eſtabliſhed Church. i 


As to this Occaſional Conformity, it would appear 
no ſuch Formidable thing, if we Conſider'd what the 
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Senſe both of the Church of England, and of the Church F 


of Rome, was of this Matter upon other Occaſions. Wi 
In the beginning of Queen El;zaber/>'s Reign, the 
Reformation and the I iturgy were put on a Foot, to il 
bring over the whole Nation, that had then a Lea- Wl 
ven of Popery, to Concpr in it; It had this Effect, 
all the Papiſts of England came to Church, and were 
Occaſional Conformiſts : Yet the Church of England 
was not uneaſie at this; they Complained of no Dan- 
ger from it. But who was Senſible of it? It was the 
Pope, and he was in the Right, as to his own Intereſt ; 
for he ſaw what in time that Occaſional Conformity 
would grow to, and therefore he put a ſtop to it, and 
by a Bull Condemn'd it. And indeed the Church of 
Rome had ſhewed by the Methods of all their Miſſions, 
that they apprehended no Danger, but great Advan- 
tage from any Step of the Occaſional Conformity of 
Proteſtants. They accepted of any thing, and encou- 
raged every thing of that kind; and we had all ſeen, 
by the fatal Effects of their Practice, that they were 
in the right, and gain'd their Ends by it. 5 ; 
As for the Claules about the Foreign Proteſtants, 
there was great reaſon to give them all juſt Incourage- 
ment, for as they had brought among us many new 
Manufactures, fo they had carried them fo far, that of 
late Years we had Exported to the Value of a Million 
of Woollen Manufactures more than was done in 
King Charles's Reign before they came among us; and 
the putting them under Apprehenſions or Dilcourage- 
ments, might be a means to drive them to a Country 
where they were ſure of an entire Liberty. The 
Book that goes under the Name of Mr. De Wit, ſhews 
the Dutch reckon'd that the Woollen Manufactures 
could never have ſuch a Settlement among us as with 
them, becauſe they who muſt Work them, could not 
have ſo entire a Liberty of Conſcience here as there: 
We had felt the happy Effects of the Liberty granted 
them in the laſt Reign, and it was to be hoped, that

His Grace the Duke of Somerſet Reported from 
the Lords Committees appointed to conſider. of the 
Obſervations delivered in tothe Houſe from the Com- 
miſſioners of Accounts, that the ſaid Commiſſioners 
had not Attended the ſaid Committee, but upon con- 
fideration of the whole matter, the Committee had 
Ordered him to Report, as follows. | 

That the Committee appointed to conſider of the 
Obſervations in the Book of Accounts, delivered in to 
that Houſe the Fifteenth Day of January laſt, and the 
Second of this Inſtant had made ſome Progrefs in con- 
ſidering the ſaid Obſervations ; and did humbly take 
leave to Acquaint the Houſe, That they have Exami- 
ned into the Firſt of thoſe Obſervations; and allo the 
farther Obſervation delivered in to that Houſe the Se- 
cond Inſtant, relating-to the Tranſmitting the Ordi- 
nary Impreſt Rolls to the Queen's Remembrancer : 
They have Inſpected ſeveral of the Origmal Impreſt 
Rolls delivered in to the Houſe by Mr. Barker,Deputy 
to Her Majeſty's Remembrancer. They alſo examr 
ned divers Officers of the Exchequer, and others, up 
on Oath, and did find, That by the Ancient and Un- 
interrupted Courſe of the Exchequer, Two Imprell 
Rolls were to be made out for each Year ; The one 
comprehending all Sums Impreſt from the end of 7r- 
nity Term to the end of Hilary Term; the other con. 
taining all ſuch Sums from that time to the end of 
Trinity Term; which Rolls were commonly called 
Half Yearly Rolls, though improperly : they found 
nel the Ancient Courſe of the Exchequer, theſe 
Impreſt Rolls, being made out by the Auditor of the 
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Receipt, were to be delivered by him to the Clerk of Felrua y 
the Pells, whoſe Duty it was to Examine and Sign 


them; And this being done, the Clerk of the Pells 
deliver d them to the Remembrancer. 

This Uſage was by Degrees diſcontinued in the 
Reign of King Charles the Secend; and the Remem- 
brancer, or his Agent, uſed to come to the Office of 
the Auditor of the Receipt, and take away. the Im- 
preſt Rolls from thence immediately : But in the time 
when the Earl of Rochefter was Treaſurer, the Ancient 
Uſage was reſtored, and he did order that the Impreſt 
Rolls ſhould be carefully examined and ſigned by the

But this was not all; for by a freſher Account we 
underſtood, that the Deſolation in the EccleſiaſticalState 
had been more dreadful, eſpecially in the Provinces 
of Sabine and Ombria, than if the Two Armies, ſo 
much dreaded by the Pontifical Neuter, had made it 
the Seat of their War. It came confirm'd, that the 
Cities and Towns, of Nourcia, Caſcia, Viſſa, Tripunto, 
Caftel Vecchio, Monte Ruffo, Pedevalla, Lo Preci, Apieno, 
Coentro, Gento and Civita Reale, were in a manner to- 
tally overturn'd, and a great Number of their In- 
habitants unfortunately buried in their Ruines. The 
litle City of Civita Ducale was wholy ſwallow'd up 
in the Earth with all her Inhabitants. And in the 
ſame Place where it ſtood, appear'd a Lake, the Wa-' 


ter of which was of a ruddy Colour, and ſtunk. A 


Mountain not far diſtant was cleft in Two, infomuch, 
that there was an Interval ſome Paces wide between 
the Two Tops of it. And the ſame Accident befel 
another Mountain in the Quarters about Leoneſſa, 


Vitella; likewiſe Caftel Gondolfo, Marino, Genazaro 


and Freſecai, ſuffered very much by this Earthquake. 
'Twas reckon d, that above 15000 People periſh'd in 
all the Places mention'd, The Publick Loſs of Houſes, 
Churches, and other Edifices, was unaccountable ; ſo 
that the Apoſtolical Chamber alone loſt an Annual 
Revenue of above 40000 Crowns, according to the 
Computation that was made of the Damage. The 
greateſt part of the Buildings and Houſes in Rome 
were much ſhatter d, and the Roman College, with 
the Churches of St. Paul's, St. Carolo's, and St. Gre- 
gory's extreamly ſuffer d. There have been theſe far- 
ther Remarks made upon it; that the Sun had not 
ſhone out in Two Months time before; and that ſince 


| Nero's Reign, there had not been ſo terrible an Earth- 


quake in thoſe Parts. |

Khincberg is a City in the Biſhoprick of Cologn, in 
the Borders of the Dukedo of. Cleve, which is little, 
but ſtrong. It was taken from the Spariards by the 
Hollanders in 1633. and continued under them till 
1672. when the French took it, and reſtored it to the 


Elector of Cologn, the proper Owner: The Prince of 


Orange in his March to Bonne, recover'd it the Year 
following; but by the Treaty of Nimeguen, the E- 
lector had it confirm'd to him. The preſent Elector 


having admitted French Troops into this and his o- 
ther Garriſons, it was thus recover'd by the Confede-

They were all clad in their Cere- 
moniol Habits, like the King, which conſiſted in a 
Mantle of Crimſon Velvet, lin'd with blue Taffata, 
with a Star upon the Right Shoulder, and in the Cen- 
ter of the Star a black Eagle; and round about the 
Eagle theſe Words, Suum Cuique, à Veſt or cloſe 
Tunick of blue Velvet, lin'd with Crimſon Taffata, 
a Bonnet of black Velvet, garniſh'd with their Plumes ; 
and over the Mantle a large Collar of Gold, com d 
of black Eagles, and a kind of Eſcutcheon, with the 
Letters Fand R, ſignifying Fredericus Rex. At the 
end of the Collar hung a Croſs, in the form of that of 
Malta, enamell'd with an Fand & in the middle, and 
black Eagles between the two Letters. 

The Grand Chamberlain, as Chancellor of the Or- 
der, ſtood upon the King's Right Hand, view an E- 
{trade, having a Purſe wherein were the Seals; and 
behind him were the Treaſurer of the Order, M. 
Stochins, the Secretary of the Order, and the Maſter 
of the Ceremonies, ſeparate by themſelves, almoſt in 
the middle of the Chappel. Now theſe three laſt 
being no more than Servants of the Order, had only a 
Mantle of Crimſon Velvet; lin'd with Orange calour- 
ed Taffata over their ordinary Cloaths, Over againſt 
the King; in the mid-way, ſtood the Prince of An- 
halt Delſau, and the Grand Marſhal, who were to be 
inſtall'd, and to receive the Collar. After the King, 
ho came preceded by a Noiſe of Cimbals and Trum- 

ets, had ſeated himſelf, M. Ur/inus, upon whom his 
ajeſty had a little before conferr'd the Title of Bi- 
ſhop, made a long Prayer, to uplote the Bleſſing of 
God upon the Ceremony, and then the Secretary read 
the Inſtitution and Statutes of the Order, by the read-

General in Provence, arrived here the 28th of 
—_ of , * March, attended by his Company of Guards, and a 
8 * Regiment of Foot conſiſting of 550 Men. After 
— * he was come to the Biſhop's Palace, and had re- 
28. © Ceived the Compliments of all the Orders of the 
Principality, he ſent for all the Ordinary Officers 
the Conſuls, the Politick Councils, and others, an 
told them, That the King had reunited the Princi- 
pality of Orange to the Crown, and that his Ma- 
jeſty was the particular Lord and Sovereign of it, by 
Virtue of a Decree.of the Council of State, of the 
roth of Febrxary laſt, regiſter'd in the Parliament of 
Aix the 24th of March. That M. the Prince of Conti, 
by a Tranſaction, had reſignd the Rights and Ti- 
tles which he had to the ſaid Principality, and that 
his Majeſty had obliged himſelf to pay him an Equi. 
valent either in Lk or Money, according to the 
Value which ſhould be put upon it by Commiſſi- 
oners named in the Act of Exchange. After this 
Declaration, the Marqueſs cauſed them all to ſwear 
Allegiance to the King upon their Knees, and or- 
der d all the Publick Notaries not to admit any Con. 
tracts, but in his Majeſty's Name, as Sovereign of 
the Principality. The ſame Day the Exerciſe of the 
Reform'd Religion was aboliſhed 5 the Churches 
were lock d up, and the Keys taken from the Mini: 
ſters, who were forbid to exerciſe their Functions, 
the King reſolving to have but one Religion in his 
Kingdom; but they were promiſed Paſſes, giving 
them Liberty to retire to any other Places, whic 
has been hitherto duly perform d. 
The Court of Parliament ſent their Compliments 
to M. Grignan, by their Deputies from whom no 
Oath was exacted, which was taken for an ill Omen, 
as was alſo that which paſs'd ſome Days after in 
Reſpe of the Proceedings of the Sieur Peradixti 
the Dean, which were defaced and burnt: And 
they talk of erecting a Preſidial Court.

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Some time before, the Marqueſs de Berbeſieres, a Maroh. 
Lieutenant-General, went from the French Army in 
Jaly, and in the Diſguiſe of a Peaſant attempted to Barbe- 
pals by the Way of Switzerland to the Elector of Ba- lier 4 ; 
varia, but at Bregentz was ſtopp'd by the Germans, Cor e 
and ſent Priſoner to Inſpruck,; from whence he wrote ner. 
a Letter, and ſent it by a German Trumpeter to the 
Duke de Yendoſme, to acquaint him where he was, and 
that he was under a Guard of Two Men, tho' he had 
given his Parole to keep within that City as a Priſoner 
of War; and that having demanded -to be ſent back 
according, to the Terms of the Cartel, Anſwer was 
made him, That he was not taken commanding 
Troops, but ſurpriz'd as he was endeavouring to pals 
incognito through the Emperor's Territory, and in 
that Caſe ought to be exempted from the Benefit of 
the Cartel. On which Advice, the Duke de Yendoſme 
ſent Three times to Count Sraremberg, to claim him, 
offering to pay his Ranſom according to the Cartel; 
but was conſtantly anſwer'd, That not being taken by 
any of Prince Exgene's Troops, he could have no Be- 
nefit of the Cartel for Exchange of Priſoners between 
the Two Armies in Italy. 

But to leave the French with more Expedition and 
Alacrity ſending Recruits to their Army in this Coan- 
try, than the Germans, we'll come back again by the 
Way of France to the Frontiers of Germany, and ob- 
ſerve the early Actions of the Campaign on that Side, 
the French having uſed their utmoſt Efforts to bring a 
oreat Army together on the Rhine in order to force 
their Way to join the Elector of Bavaria, their Ally, 
on the 19th of the laſt Month, the better to compaſs Feb. 15. 
their Deſign, inveſted Fort Kehl, aver-againſt Straſ- 
burg. They finiſhed Two Bridges over the Rhine on 
the 22d, one at the Diſtance of Two Miles above 
Kehl, and the other at the like Diſtance below it: Kehl be: 
They employ'd the Two following Days in' bringing fieged. 
to the Camp Thirty Pieces of Cannon for Battery, 
drawn out of Strasburg, and in perfecting the Lines of 
Circumvalation and Contravalation. The Trenches 
were open'd on the 25th at Eight at Night, and next 
Night were carried on 1500 Paces from the Village 
of Kehl to within Fifty Fathom of the Claſlis of the 
Counterfcarp of the Hornwork : The Trenches were 
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March. compleated on the 26th at Night, and on the 28th 
WY the RA Half-Baſtion of the Horn-work was begun 


to be battered, The Garriſon in the Night between 

the 1ſt and 2d of March, made a greater Fire than be- 
fore upon the Beſieged, but without much Execution 
for the Sapp was carried, on, and the Battering of the 
Two Half-Baſtions of the Horn-work, and of a Re- 
doubt that ſtands in an Iſland near the Fort, continued, 
On the 2d the Bombardment of the Place began , 
and Breaches were made in the Two Hald-Baſtions, 


Bombs were thrown into the Redoubt on the zd, 


and Preparations were made to attack it Sword in 
Hand; but the Beſieged quitted it. On the 4th, the 
Trenches being advanced to the Foot of the Glacis of 
the Counterſcarp, between 11 and 12 at Night, the 
covered way of the Horn-work was attacked and car- 
ry'd, tho' the beſieged made a more vigorous Reſt- 
ſtance than * revs till then ſhewn. Till this at- 
tack, from the beginning of the Siege, the Beſtegers 
ſaid they had but one Ingenier killed, an Officer and 
another Ingenier wounded, and 30 Soldiers killed or 
wounded ; but on this occaſion 3 Ingeniers were 
wounded, and 60 Soldiers killed or wounded. On the 
th the Bombarding of the place went on, and the 
ttering of the Horn-work ; in the Right half. Ba- 
ſtion particularly there was a Breach made of 20 Fa- 
thom wide. On the 6th the Marſhal de Yillars reſolved 
to aſſault the Horn- work, to make advantage of the 
Conſternation which the Beſieged ſeemed to. be in. 
The Count de Bourg Lieutenant-General commanded 
that day in the Approaches, with the Brigade of Na- 
varre, 6 Companies of Granadiers {ſupported by, 6 o- 
thers, began the Attack at 9 in the morning ; The 
Enemies defended themſelves very vigorouſly , but 
were quickly forced, and retired into the Fort with 
great Precipitation. . The Lodgment was finiſhed, 
and the ſame day the French fell to work to raiſe Bat- 
reries of Cannon and Morters in the Horn-work. 
On the 7th in the morning, the Marſhal de Villar, 
Summoned the Sieur Ensberg, Commander of the 
Fort, to Surrender. The Governor offered to yield 
up the Place, but on ſuch Conditions as the Marfhal 
Villars did not think ought to be granted him. The

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another of 8 Mortars for Bombs, and a third of 4 Mareb. 
Mortars which caft Stones. Theſe began to play that 
Evening in the Nighr, the Saillant' Angle was at- 
tacked, and the Place of Arms of the covered way of 
the Fort, on the fide of the Rhine. The Imperialifts 
were beaten out of them, and the French lodged 
themſelves there.

Honour; and be conducted to Philipsbarg at their 
own expence, marching 3 Leagues a day, and leaving 
Hoſtages for the return of the Convoy: That the 
Sick and Wounded ſhould he carry'd to Philisburg 
by Water with Surgeons and other Perſons to look to 
them, all at their own expence. That the Garriſon 
ſhould deliver up a Gate on the 10th and march out 
on the 11th : That the Baggage-Waggons and others, 
covered or open, ſhould go out without being ſearched. 
That the Papers and Regiſters of Prince” Lewss of Baden 
ſhould be carry'd out, and the Effects of the Fort 
Major and Treaſurer: That the Capuchins ſhould 
march out with the Garrifon with the Ornaments of 
their Church: That the Citizens of Kehl ſnould con- 
tinue in the Place; and that the Publick Exerciſe of 
Religion ſhould be eſtabliſhed on the ſame foot it was 
when the Fort. was in the King of Frances's Hands : 
That thoſe People of thoſe Neighbouring Country's 
who fled for refuge into the Place, ſhould depart with 
their Effects without being ſearched : And that the 
Priſoners taken during the Siege on both fides ſhould 
be reſtored. 3 | 

On the 11th, the Garrifon marched out in number Kehl era. 
2400 Men, of which 200 were Sick or Wounded. 200 cuate. 
of them were Killed in the Siege. The Marſhal de 1: 
Villars preſented the Governor with 2 Field- Pieces. 
In the Place was found 27 Pieces of Cannon, 16 of them 
Braſs, 100co weight of Powder, 4000 weight of Lea- 
den Bullets, 3500 Sacks of Meal, and 700 Quintals of 
Biſcuit, This the Beſiegers tell us, and that they loſt 
but about 100 Men in the Siege. |

Siege, other than that the French were ſo much incom- 
moded in their Trenches by the Rain and Snow, that 
ſeveral of their Men died under the Hardſhips and 
Fatigue of the Service; that in the attack of the cover- 
ed way of the Horn-work they had 5 Ingeniers, 30 
Officers and 400 Soldiers kil'd or wounded ; And 
that in Storming the Breach made in one of the half-

ons, but they muſt alſo be known and approved of 
as ſuch, by the general Conſent of the Univerſe, 
Therefore | Frances de Moles, Duke of Pareto, having 
ever valued it, as I do ſtill, above all Mortal Things, 
(to prevent all manner of wrong Interpretations of 
all malicious Perſons whatever) was willing by this 
preſent Manifeſto, in ſeveral NEVages, to publiſh 
the Reaſons no leſs cogent, than Juſt and Irreproach- 
able, which have conſtrain'd me to tell the Truth: 
Proteſting that I ſhall not ſay any Thing therein, 
though of never ſo little Moment, which either is 
not notorious of it ſelf, or that I am not ready to 
-prove by Atteſtations and Evidences that are un- 
deniable and beyond any Exception. 

* Having from my Youth ſerved the Crown of 
Spain, proud of being born a moſt Faithful Vaſſal 
of that 'Monarchy, and having been ſucceſſively 
employed in ſeveral Poſts of the higheſt Importance 
and Truſt, in different Kingdoms and Provinces, 
always happy in the good Liking and Approbation 
of the late King Charles II. of Spain, my Maſter, of 
Glorious Memory : At length, in the beginning of 
the Year 1700, I was choſen Embaſſador to his In. 
perial Majeſty, the Biſhop of Lerida, a Perſon other- 
wiſe of great Worth, being ſuddenly recall'd-from 
that Employment. The Motives of this ſudden 
Choice, as yet a Myſtery to the Publick, were im- 
parted to me by the King with his own Mouth, in 
divers long and repeated Conferences which we had 
together, none elſe being preſent ; A Practice very 
unuſual in the Court of Spain, where the Kings 
were never accuſtom'd to confer with their Mini 
© ſters; whoſe Opinions were either deliver'd 2 
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ting, in the Repreſentations of the ſeveral Councils, March. 
« or ik the Matter required the higheſt Secreſte, then. 
© they were ſent for to the King by the Secretary of 
© the Cabinet, who is there ſtiled Secretary of the Unj- 
© verſal Diſpatches; and is looked upon as the Canal 
© of the King's Word. This extraordinary Proceed- 
© ing occaſioned ſeveral Diſcourſes, according to the 
different Paſſions of every Man. However, all a- 
© greed on this, That theſe muſt be Matters of high 
A og Pan that were thus communicated to me; 
© while the ordinary Things, relating to this Embaſſy, 
© and to the preſent State of Affairs in the World,

A Report, which was ſo univerſally ſpread 
in Paris, that reaching me when I was yet at Lyons 
f in my Way to Germany, I did not fail to give Notice 
l © thereof to the Secretary of the Univerſal Diſpatches.

whatſoever: Inſomuch, that having in one of my 
Letters directed to the Council of State touched up- 
on ſome Matters, though they were but of very 
ſmall Importance, relating to the Points of Succel- 
ſion, His Majeſty, by his Royal Letters, ſent to me 
by the Secretary of the Univerſal Diſpatches, dated 
the 24th of September, 1700. at which time he lay 
under that Sickneſs, which fince deprived him of his 
Life, expreſſed himſelf to be ſarprized at it and 
charged me more than ever, to obſerve ſtrictly and

Wherefore, in Obedi- 
ence to the King my Maſter's Commands, I per- 
formed my Part, as it was my Duty, in order to hin- 
der it from being accepted, wherein I had the good 
Fortune to ſucceed ; and at the ſame Time, His Ma- 
jeſty ſending me his Orders, directed to the Vice- 
roys of Naples and of Sicily, and to the Governor of 
Atlan; That in Caſe there ſnould be any Danger of 

an Invaſion of thoſe Kingdoms, they ſhonld admit 
ſuch Imperial Forces as ſnould be ſent thither by the 
moſt Auguſt Emperor, I judged upon ſufficient and 
ſolid Grounds, that this was their Caſe at that time; 
and that conſequently the Remedy was not to be 
— 4, and therefore uſed all poſſible Endeavours, 
that his Imperial Majeſty might ſpeedily ſend Part of 
his Troops into the ſaid Kingdoms, which was in a 


© fair Way of being brought about, ſeveral Confe- 


rences having been held upon this Subje& by the 
Imperial Miniſters, wherein I was preſent, endea- 
vouring with alt poſſible Care and Diligence to ac- 
complith my Sovereigns Deſires: But there being 
ſome Difficulties in the Execution of this Deſign, | 
did not fail to acquaint the King my Maſtgr there- 
with in the manner he had preſcribed, praying hin 
that he would be pleaſed to fend me his Royal Com- 
mand beforehand ;, that upon any Emergency _

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might happen, I might be timely and fully informed Marche 


of his Royal Pleaſure, In anſwer whereunto he writ 


to me With the moſt generous Expreſſions of his Roy- 


al Goodneſs, that he was fo ſecure of my Fidelity 
and Experience, that he gave me full Power to Act 
« as I thought fit, adding ſome other Matters which T 
do not think proper to be made publick at this time, 
« but are well known to a great Perſon to whom he 
« commanded me to impart the whole. Having ſince be- 
gun to rake thoſe ſteps which I judged to be moſt Ex- 
« pedient and Conformable to his Royal Intentions- 
« His Majeſty, whom I did not fail to acquaint with it, 
vas ſo highly ſatisſy'd, that he was pleaſed to give 
me the moſt evident Teſtimony thereof that I gould 
* defire. When by a Note, all writ with bis own 
hand, dated the 9th of September, 1700. without any 
* previous Requeſt on my part, he did me the favour 
to admit me into the Number of his Counſellors of 
state, the moſt eminent Poſt in the Spaniſh Monarchy 
and which is looked upon as the higheft Rank and 
Dignity, wherein the greateſt Miniſters can be pla- 
ced after they have ſerved the King as Vice-Roys of 
Kingdoms, or in the moſt important Embaſſies; 


« Commanding me at the ſame time, that I ſhould 


keep it very ſecret, and ſhould not divulge it till 
there were other new Creations. A Teſtimony of 
bis Favour truly moſt Glorious in it ſelf, but made 
much more ſo by the many other moſt Gracious 
* Expreſſions of his Royal Eſteem and Acceptance of 
my Faithful Services. | | 
What the Commands of his Majeſty were, and 
the Powerful Motives that induced him ſo often to 


* oblige me to Secrecy, and not to write to him by the 


* uſual Conveyances About the Affair of the Succeſſion, 
have hitherto kept in my own Breaſt, with that 
Silence which I eſteemed to be due to fo weighty a 
Secret, whereof it was my Fortune to be the Repo- 
ſitory, and the faithful Keeper. And notwithſtanding 
by Reafon of the Death of the King my Maſter,and in 
the Courſe of thoſe great Charges that have ſince hap- 
* pened, it appeared to be not only Lawful. but even 
* Neceſſary to publiſh them; yet I judged it more be- 


coming my Character, to keep them Secret, even at

© chy, but alſo the Foreign Miniſters, and the whole

* with the Evidence of the Operations furniſhed their

© This was the State of Affairs when the Death of 
© the King, my Maſter, happened on the 1ft of Novem. 
© ber, in the ſaid Year 1700. whereof I received certain 
Advice at Vienna, by an Expreſs diſpatched from 
© Madrid, the 25th of the ſame Month, with an Ac- 
count likewiſe of the Diſpoſition made by his Laſt 
Will and Teſtament. After which, tho' I continued 
© to treat with his Imperial Majeſty, and other Princes 
© of that moſt Auguſt Family, making Uſe of certain 
* Expedients to be admitted, which being repreſented 
© by me to the Junto at Madrid, were approved by 
© thoſe who at that time compoſed the Regency; yet

for ſeizing me, which was Perſonally notify'd to me

part from Nuſdorf, which Polt was afterwards chang- 
ed for one of the Suburbs of Vienna, where having 
given my Parole of Honour to be a true Priſoner, | 
© was left at Liberty without Guards. And having 
obtained of his 1-perial Majeſty the neceſſary Paks- 
Ports for the ſending of a Courier to Milan, I did 
© not fail immediately to acquaint that Governor 
with what had happened, deſiring him to give notice 
© thereof to the Court of Spain, to which I writ my 


- © felf, inclofing my Diſpatches, for a ſafer Convey- 


© ance, to the ſaid Governor; who anſwered me,

But either thro' my Misfortune,or ſome other Reaſon,

* cauſe I knew that at the ſame time Remittances of

* which may be added, that fince the Death of my 
* King, under pretence of a general Reform, the 
* Places of Counſellors in the Supream Council of Ita-

* were taken from me; tho'it was well known upon 
what juſt and ſpecial Conſiderations the Late King 
in his Goodnels had been induced to grant em to me:

Advantage. However, I bore all this patiently, not 
only without Complaining, but ever without making 
any Intereſt to obtain the like Exception. 
At the ſame time it happened without any Con- 
trivance of mine, but by meer Chanee, that there 
fell into my Hands ſome Letters which are ſtill in be- 
ing, writ by a Miniſter of Naples, to another of the

The French having advanced thus far on their Way 
to join the Bavariaus by the End of the Month, we 
ſhall for the preſent keep them Company no longer, 
but proceed to obſerve, that there had been a mighty 
Talk for ſome time of great Preparations made by 
the Confederates on the Lower Rhine, for forming. 
the Seige of Bonne, by the taking of which, the Na- 
vigation of the Rhine, even to Frankfort, would be 
again open'd, and that Country covered from the 


Incurſions of the Enemy. 


Bonne is one of the principal Cities of the Bi- Bonne de- 
ſhoprick of Cologn, and the uſual Reſidence of the ſcrib d. 


Elector, about Four German Miles from Cologn. It 
was firſt a Roman Colony, called Colonia Julia Bonna, 
and frequently mention'd in the ancient Hiſtorians on 
that Account. It became a free Imperial City in the 
middle Ages. Here was a Synod held in 942. The, 
Duke of Pama took it by Famine in 1588. In 1673, 
the Prince of. Orauge, late King of England, took it 
from the French (who had ſurprized it the Year be- 
fore) and reſtored it to the Empire. The Cardinal 
of Furſteraburg, in Purſuance of his pretended Hection 
to the Archbiſhoprick of Cologn, July 19. 1688. took 
Poſſeſſion of it, whole Pretenſions on the one fide be- 
ing juſtified by the French King, and on the other op- 
poled both by the Emperor and Pop?, began the lait 
great War in E:rope And tho' Bonne in this Con- 
juncture was defended by a good French Garriſon, 
et after about a Month's Siege, it was taken by the 
lector of Brandenburg, With the Forces of the Allies 
under his Command, 069. 12. 1689. The Elector 


of Cologa, as well as lis Brother of Bavaria, ſiding 


in this preſent War with France, put this Place once

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| May, We meet with nothing worth relating 'in Spain, 
SYS where leaving all Things there to the Management

if we may believe the Paris Gazette, as they write 
Camiſar; of the iſt Inſtant from Alerts, the Camiſars, on the 24th 
Actions. of the laſt Month, burnt the Village Vaiſenobe, within 
Atril 24. Two Leagues of that Place. e Day after, Fifty 
of them pretending they were the King's Soldiers, 
obliged Thirty Inhabitants of the Village of Pradil 
and la Salle to go with them, under Colour of going to 
hight the Fanaticks; but in a little time they ſurround- 
_ ed them, and maſſacred them. The Sieur de Planque, 
a Brigad ier, being informed of it, went to Collet, where 
he heard there was a Meeting of 2000 Fanaticks, 
with a great Number of armed Men: They imme 
diately diſperſed themſelves among the Mountains; 
only Six of them were killed, with one of their 
pretended Prophets; but Twelve of their Horſes 
1 were taken, together with Forty Muskets, many other 
Arms, and a great Quantity of Proviſions. About 
the ſame time, the Sieur de Jude, a Captain of Dra: 
_ goons, killed Seventeen out of a Party of 200 of them 
near Vigan. On the 29th, the Marſhal de Aſontreve, 
then at Alets, having Intelligence, that a ſelect Party 
of 1200 Fanaticks had appeared within a League 
that Place, on the Road to Anduxe, ordered the Sieur 
de Plangue, with 800 Foot and 200 Dragoons, to go 
and attack them.

ed by the Marqueſs himſelf, the Sieurs Lee and dt 
Legal, toget up to the Top of the Hills on the Left, 

to attack the Enemies Retrenchments, which were 
not quite finiſhed on that ſide: The Grenadiers climb'd 
the Hills with great Diligence, but the Enemies quit- 

ted their Poſts with ſo much Haſte, that they could 
not overtake them. Mean time Count de ontbros 
fell upon 2 or 300 Men, who, after they had made 

one Diſcharge, took to their Heels. Thus the French 
became Mailers of the Paſſages without any other 
Loſs in the Expedition than of Three Officers and 2 
Soldiers killed and wounded. In this laſt Encounter | 

; | Four Captains, One Major, One Enſign, and an 
=— Hundred Soldiers were taken. The Germans were 
2500 Men ſtrong, and had been reinforced by 500 
Troopersor Dragoons on Foot, who arrived the Ever- 
ing before: They made a good Retrenchment in the 
Valley of Treyberg, but it was uſeleſs to them, becaule 
the Army had no Occaſion to go that Way to enter 
into the Plain of Villengen. This is the French Account 
of chis Paſſage.

of che Mountain; whereupon the Garriſon of Hornberg, | 
tl being unable to make any Reſiſtance, the Town being 
of no Defence on that fide, they endeavoured to re- 
treat to the Valley of Treyberg, and the Enemy ſur- 
rounded them on all Sides; Major Villemin, who com- 
manded the Rear, fought his Way thro', and got off 
with 300 Men; the other 300 did moſt of them 
eſcape, tho' the Enemy purſued them very cloſe. 
The Count de Merci, who lay not far from Horn- 
berg with 1500 Horſe and Dragoons, retired towards 
Dornham. 

On Advice of this Succeſs of the Fench, the Elector 
of Bavaria wrote the following Letter to the States of 
his Country.

But to return to the Field: From Hornberg (the French at- 
Germans tell us) the Marſhal de Villars advanced to tack Vi- 
Villengen, and cauſed Four Pieces of Cannon, all 24 engen in 
Pounders, to be played againſt that City for Four in. 
Hours together, and then ſummoned the Governor 
to ſurrender, who anſwered, That his Orders were to 
defend it to the laſt. And tho' the French threatned 
to lay the City in Aſhes, ſeeing he had the Stubborn- 
neſs to withſtand an Army (which they told him was 
40000 Men ftrong) commanded by a Marſhal, the 
Governor ſtuck to his Reſolution. Whereupon 24. 
Pieces of Cannon and Three Mortars were plante 
againſt the Town, which beat down Two Houſes; 
but the Day after the Beſieged were ſurprized to fee 
the French Army draw off. The French, on the other 
hand, (without taking any Notice of their Appearing 
before Villengen) ſaid. that the Marſhal de Villars 
marched from Hornberg to Doneſhing, where the Da- 
nube, takes its Riſe, The Bavarian General Maffei 
firſt joined him with 4000 Men, and a few Days after 
the Marſhal broke up from Doneſbing, and was met 
near Dutling by the Elector of Bavaria on the 12th, 
that by this powerful Conjunction of their Armies they 
might project their Deſigns, and more effectually put 
them in Execution. 

However, to mortifie the Elector a little, the Count 
de Maffei, being detached with ſome Bavarian Troops 
to attempt the Relief of the Caſtle of Rothemberg, 
which had been blocked up for ſome time by a few 
regular Troops and Militia of the Circle of F-anconza, 
arrived on the 22d at 7 nge/fpal, on the River Peg- 
7:12; but the Tmperialifts being advanced towards 
bim, plied him all the Night with great Shot, tho

In the mean time, Count Stirum being joined by 
the Saxon Forces detached from Count Schlick, baying 
quitted the Upper Palatinate, in order to cover Swabia, 
and obſerve the Motions of the French and Bana. 
Yians, net ps at Norlingen on the Neckar, with a 
good Body of Troops, and expected Reinforcements 
daily. While the EleQor of Bavaria, in order to his 
Tirol Expedition, as it afterwards appeared, and that 
having concerted Matters with the Marſhal de Villar 
at Riedlingen, returned to Munich, moſt of the French 
Troops advanced as far as Mingen, where at preſent 
we muſt leave them, and meeting with nothing of

We have already given an Account of the Inveſting 
of Bonne by the Confederates, with what paſſed to the

Having once more diſpatch'd the Affairs of Bri-

We have given an account already, That Four 
French Men of War had fallen on a Fleet of 130 Dutch 
Herring-buſſes off the Coalt of Scotland; We are now 
morefully to add, that while they engag'd the Con- 
voys, the Buſſes got away, but the French purſued 
them, and in a Bay of Scher/and, burnt and deſtroy'd 
the greateſt Part oi them. | 

On the 22d Rear-Admiral Dilkes receiv'd Orders 
from the Council deputed by his Royal Highnels, to 
look for a Grand Partee, ſaid to lie in Cancall Bay, a 
ſail'd in purſuance thereof from Spithead with a ſmal 
Squadron under his Command.

tine, to the Governour, that he might learn from 
him the beſt Intelligence he could give: The Go: 


vernour ſent to him Captain James Lamprier 2

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ing to the Windward on the 15th to get to Granville 
the Rear-Admiral, upon Conſultation at a Council o 
War with the Pilots, reſolv'd to fail immediately, tho 
the Tide fell croſs in the Night; that getting clear of 
the Weſternmoſt Rocks of the 24;zqueg he might at- 
tack the Enemy by break of day the next morning, 
which ſucceeded well z for the next morning, the 26 
by day-light, perceiving the Enemy at an Anchor a- 
bout a League to the Weſtward of Granville, they up- 
on his Approach got under Sail, and ſtood in for the 
Shoar.

Mairmaid, a Fireſhip, the Sy Brigantine, a Ship of 6 
Guns taken the day before from the Enemy, a Ketch 
fitted as a Fireſhip, and all the Boats of the Squadron, 
which was perform'd between 10 and 11 in the 
morning, the Rear-Admiral being preſent, accompa- 
nyd by Capt. bee Capt. Legg, and Capt. Mig- 
hells, as alſo by Capt. Lamprier and Pipon. There 
were Three Ships equipp'd for War, one of 18 
Guns, which the Enemy burat; the Second of 14 
Guns, which Mr. Paul, firit Lieutenant of the Kent, 
ſet on Fire, who in this Service was thot through the 
lower Jaw, and had 4 Men kill'd; and a Third of 
$ Guns, which was brought off.

Germans; upon which the Count perceiv'd that the 
Marqueſs 4 Uſſn was advanced towards him with 


Fifteen Squadrons and Eighteen Battalions under his 


Command. In the mean time, the Enemies main 
Army endeavoured to get between the Count and a 
Wood, which favour'd his Retreat, and the Body 
commanded by the Marqueſs 4 Uſſon advanced toward 
theRear of the Germans, where falling in with the 
Imperial Huſſars and Germans, they put them into 
ſome Dfſorder.

by his Tyranny, that he had rendred himſelf odious 
to. all the World, He was with his Guards upon 
the Way to go and join his Army, with an In- 
tention to fall again upon the Aperines, when he 


was met by the Aga of the Turkiſh Spahi's, who re- 


ſented to him, how unjuſt it would be to violate 
the Treaty that had been ſo lately concluded, and 
bow much it would redound to the Duſhonour of 
the Grand Seignior, who was the Guarantee and 
Mediator of the Peace: But the Aga obſerving 
that his Diſcourſe was not at all approv'd of, he 
reſolv'd to be before-hand with the Bey, preſently 
fell upon him and flew him. This done, he was 
proclaim'd Bey at the Head of the Army, and by

conſpird with the Turi in 1669 to taiſe a Rebellion 
in Hungary, were ſeiz d, try d, and executed at Neuſtadt 
in 1701. This Noble Lady wa firſt marry d to Ra- 
gotzz, Son and Heir to Prince Ragotzi, ſome time 
Prince of Tranhlvania, by whom ſhe had ſeveral Chil- 
dren, and after his Deceaſe, to Count Emeri Tekely : 
She very gallantly defended the Caſtle of Mongatæ for 
tome Years agarnſt the Imperialiſts, during the Hun- 
2 War, and in 1686 forc'd them to raiſe the 
iege; but the Place being again attack d in 1688, 
and the Count her Husband failing to relieve it, ſhe 
was forc d to ſign a hard Capitulation, at which ſhe 
ſad; Must I ſion my Husband's Death? For I an 
erſwaded, that as ſoon as the Turks come to know | 
1 this Place, they will take off bis Head. She 
was oblig d by the Terms of Surrendry, to go with 
the Princes, her Children of the firſt Bed, to Vienna, 
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and not to ſtir thence without the Emperor's Leave; 
but Count Tekely having in 1690 luckily defeated 

General Heuſler in Tranſylvania, and taken him Pri- 

ſoner, ſhe and her Children were exchang'd for him: 
After which, ſhe run the Fortune of her n 
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and follow'd him in all the Viciſſitudes of it; and ha- February, 


ving in the Year 1697, no more Allowance from the 
Port, than five Dollars per Day, for the whole Fami- 
ly, the ſubmitted to the Leave granted them of fel- 
ling Wine within the Greek Liberties, and ſo ſpun out 
her Days in Exile, and in an Infidel Country, till 
Death deliver d her, as before-mention'd.

Ebor, Knt, ſometime one of the Generals of 
King Charles the Firſt's Northern Armies; who, for 
his very ſignal and often ſucceſsful Services to his 
Prince in that unhappy Civil War, was created Ba- 
ron Langdale of Holme aforeſaid, by Patent dated at 
Bruges in Flanders, 4 Febr.

Storm. that ever was known in England ; between the Guſts 

26. jt reſembled Thunder at a Diftance, attended with 
great Flaſhes of Lightning, and continued till about 
Seven the next Morning, blowing down a Multitude 
of Chimneys, Houſes, and Tops of -Houſes, where- 
by a great many People were killed ins their Beds, 
and ſeveral wounded. It blew down a great Number 
of Trees in St, ames's Park, the Inns of Court, and 
divers other Places; abundance being torn up by the 
Roots, and ſome of great Bigneſs broken off in the 
Middle : Several Spires were beat off the Steeples, 
and great Quantities of Lead roul'd up like Scrolls of 
Parchment, and blown off the Churches, Halls, and 
Houſes. A great many Veſſels, Barges, and Boats, 
ſunk in the River of Thames ; and the Water-flow'd a 
Great Height into Veſtminſter-Hall, and London-Bridge 

was ſtopt up with Wrecks. But it pleaſed God ſome 
were almoſt miraculouſly prelerv'd, particularly Two 
Young Men at a Drugſier e near Cheapſide, the Cham- 
ber where they lay being breken down by the fall of a 
Stack of Chimnies (from a Houſe adjoining) r

The Spaniſh Provinces, and ſeveral Parts of Germany, 
as well as Hamburgh, Denmark, and Norway, felt the 
ſad Effects of that dreadful Hurricane, which in ſeve- 
ral Places was attended with an Earthquake.

London, and took off the Roof of Bow Church, bearing 
ita great Height in the Air, and Six of the Beams, be- 
ing 27 Foot long, falling end ways ow the Ground. (the 
Streets being unpaved.) ſtruck in ſuch a prodigious 
Depth, that they could not be got out without much 
Digging and Labour.

An. 1658 he Publiſh'd a Correſpondence in Letters, 
that had, by the Mediation of Sir Kenelm Digby, paſs' d 
betwixt the Mathematicians of England, and thoſe of 
France, concerning ſome Mathematical, eſpecially 


Arithmetical, Problems. About the Year 1670 came 


out at Three different Times his Full and Compleat
